'•It is clear that the inadequacy of! 
the water supply is caused in part by 
the inadequate facilities of the com- 
pany," the Public Ledger quoted Mr. 
Ainey <is saying, after hearing the testi- 
mony of engineers <uk1 residents. ''It 
seems that the public is left in uncer- 
tainty for the future. It is apparent 
that the company has not kept pace 
with the. growth of the community 
which it seTves, and inasmuch as n 
year is too long to wait for permanent 
relief, the Commission will make .nji 
order for relief after submitting the 
testimony to its own technical ex- 
perts." 

Among those who told of lack of 
water was Carl P. Birkinbine, an en- 
gineer of Cynwyd, who had prepared 
three maps showing the area affected 
by the water shortage and who told 
the Commission he often was unable to 
get water from two to ten hours at a 
time. He said that a standpipc erected 
by the company last fall had improved 
service for a time, but had 'been of no 
service at all during the last month. 

The Rev. Dr. Henry A. P. Hoyt, 
rector of St. John's Episcopal Church, 
whose home is within 200 feet of the 
standpipc, said he was unable to get 
water from faucets on the ground floor 
of his home during the recent dry 
spell. 

In the home of Miss Dora A. Shoe- 
maker. Cynwyd, often it whs impossi- 
ble to get enough water for drinking 
or bathing, she testified. 

It often seemed as though the water 
had been turned off entirely, declared 
William S. Emerson, an insurance man, 
nnd Dr. Samuel B. Skillern, Jr., of Cyn- 
wyd. 

An inspection of the company 's water 
system, made last week at the Commis- 
sion's direction, was described by Dr. 
F. Herbert Snow, chief of the Bureau 
of Engineers of the Public Service Com- 
mission. He was accompanied by A. 
B. Millar, chairman of the Public Ser- 
vice Commission of the Bala-Cynwyd 
Neighborhood Club. 

' ' After eoref ul consideration I be- 
lieve .' the shortage in the supply •will 
continue through the summer and fall, 
especially on the high points," Dr. 
Snow said. "I would suggest that as 
a. temporary expedient a booster pump 
be installed to increase the water press- 
ure. 

"Officials of the company told me 
they were planning the laying of a 
pipe line sixteen inches in diameter from 
the Township Line road along Eagle 
road through Narberth to the Cynwyd 
standpipe,. a distance of six miles. ' ' 
-■■' This, he '-said, 'would 'take two years 
to complete. Until it is finished, he 
. suggested, the booster pump should be 
able to wire for the residents' needs. 



With the thermometer hovering

.Mr. Dunne, in talking ,uvcr the coal 
sitiKitiuii the other evening, said that 
timie pcoyie than ever before were put- 
ting in coal this summer, so many in 
met. that the demand for certain sizes, 
i-pecially stove, is greater than the 
supply. For while the operating com- 
panies have not this summer made the 
. ..s i.4i J reduction in price the retailers 
have cut the price lift y cents per ton, 
and wise people are taking advantage 
of the redact and of the slack sen- 
se n. 

While the general public awaits the 
liiidings of the Coal Commission, in the 
eager hope that some relief will he 
fiiiind for the consumer, there are eer 
In in present facts that may as well be 
faced. 

Washington lias delinitely announced 
that coal will be no cheaper. The pres- 
ent agreement between the operators 
and miners conies to an end on August 
:il.-t, and the temper of the miners is 
uncertain. Lastly, Mr. Harding in his 
Western speeches stated that the Ihiv- 
eminent can no more force a man to 
mine coal than to farm, and he called 
on the public to help equalize the de- 
mand for coal by buying as much as 
possible during the .summer months. It 
is, of course, a hardship to many fam- 
ilies to buy a whole year's coal supply 
at one time, and to many it is an im- 
possibility. Some of our public-mind- 
ed citizens have been discussing ways 
and means of financing the purchase 
of coal for those who need it, but So 
far no workable plan has been found. 

Meantime, Mr. Dunne says, that if 
evcrv family in Nnrherth would put 
in at least two tons of coal this sum- 
mer, the outlook for next winter would 
be greatly improved. He feels confi- 
dent sneb orders could be filled in a 
reasonable time, and further intimated 
that it would be far easier for Xnr- 
herth to get its quota of the larger 
sizes — chestnut, stove and egg — if each 
family would consent to bum a small 
quantity of buckwheat. A-t least it is 
useful for banking fires, and just as 
during the war everyone learned to use 
wheat and meat substitutes in an 
emergency, the buying public may be 
able to develop a. demand for buck- 
wheat coal. Certainly Mr. Dunne is 
quite positive that we cannot get our 
wbole supply in stove size, and he 
hopes that the public will co-operate 
hy accepting nut and egg wherever it 
is at all possible.
